There Ought To Be A Law 
Twelve years ago the house of repre­ 
sentatives passed the Dyer antilynching 
bill by a vote of 231 to lilt. 
The bill later 
was killed in the senate by a fillibustcr of 
aouthcrn senators, who opposed federal in­ 
tervention in what they argued wa® a stat* 
problem. 


The Dyer bill differed little from the 
Costigau Wagner auli-lyitching bill on width 
bearings will be held this week.
